I'F.TEnsBUlto, Va., April 9.—Saturday 


afternoon an alarm of fire was turned 
in, and this was soon followed by a. 
loud explosion, and in about fifteen 
minutes thereafter there was a second 
explosion. These explosions were dis- 
tinctly heard for a distance of over a 
mile, and were caused by fire breaking 
oul in the fireworks factory of C. N. 
Homainc & Bro., in Clandford, a suburb 
of 1'etersburg. 


The flames were quickly communi- 


cated to the other buildings used for 
the manufacture of fireworks, and there 
were frequent explosions. 
At the time 


the fire occurred high wind pre.vailec 
and the firemen had to work at a. greai 
disadvantage. The total loss by the 
lire will be fully 1100,000, partly cov 
cred by insurance ia northern com 
panics. The saddest feature of the 
whole occurrence was the loss of lifi 
which resulted from the explosions ant 
fire. Twelve people were killed in th 
explosions and many injured.

Had the explosion occurred an hour 


later a hundred or more persons would 
have heen killed.

The collapse took place at 7:15 o'clock 


Sunday morning. 
It• wjUpiyitnessed by 


several persons on the outside, and1 sev- 
eral of those who were on the inside 
survive to relate what little' they know 
of this, one of the most appaling disas- 
ters that ever occurred in Memphis. 
There was a creaking and crackling, a 
swaying of walls,'.then-L the collapse, 
that came with a crash. ' A great cloud 
of dust floated out upon the air, filling 
the street each way for.a block, There 
was a hurrying forward of the- police, 
fireman and citi/.ens, and then the 
work of rescue began. 


All the persons taken from the mined 


building are colored. 


The building was erected thirty-four 


years ago. 
It was of briek, three and 


a. half stories high, with a slate roof. 
While it was all one Tjuilding, it was 
divided by a thick wall into two com- 
partments'. 
The building has never 


been condemned as unsafe. Jt was con- 
sidered as one of the stanchest of the 
older buildings in this city. 


The scenes attending- the rescue were 


horrifying in the extreme. "The bodies 
that were found with life extinct were 
all badly crushed, and some of them 
were almost nude.

The exact number of lives lost will 


not be known until the debris is all 
cleared away. 
There were about fifty 


rooms in the tenement, about half of 
which were occupied. 
Twenty-two 


people were known to be in the build- 
ing at the time of the: collapse. Of 
these, 
six escaped 
without serious 


injury, four were taken out dead, five 
wounded, and the remainder are miss- 
ing.

Tne Academic Fra.ncaise was founded 


by Cardinal Kichelieu in 1635, lived 
long enough to snub Corneille and Mo- 
licrc, was abolished in 1793, was;re- 
vivcd two years later and made a use- 
ful body by Napoleon in 1803. Since 
then it has been a part of the Institute 
of France. It elects its own members; . 
who are now known as the Foijtj Im- 
mortals. Its duties are to preserve the 
purity of the French language, to en- 
courage and preserve French literature, 
and to distribute several queer prizes, 
such, for instance, as two thousand 
dollars each year to that member of 
the working class who has performed 
the most virtuous action of the year, 
and three hundred dollars every p.ther 
year to the rising genius who is consid- 
ered to be most in need of and most 
worthy of encouragement. 
The iriemr 


bers arc supposed to meet, twice a. 
week, and are paid three dollars and 
eighty-seven cents — a napoleon—for 
every meeting they attend. They re- 
ceive, besides, a salary of three hun- 
dred and sixty dollars a year. Zola, 
who has been rejected some six or 
seven times, holds to the tradition that 
membership in the academy is the, 
highest literary honor that can be 
bestowed upon a Frenchman.

He 
is keeping- himself hefore the public 
with the persistence of a patent medi- 
cine advertisument on dead walla and 
board fences. Evidently he does not 
mean that the voters shall forget him 
for a day. 


Gov. 
McKinley is one of the smallest 


politician* who evnr reached national 
distinction in this country. lie is not 
a statesman, ile is not a scholar. He 
is not an orator. 
Accident, that is, his 


luck, has boosted him into a conspicu- 
ous place, aud has "blazed" for him a 
track through the 
political 
woods 


toward the presidency. 


GOT. MdCinley was not the 
real 


author of the tariff bill which bears his 
mime. The bill wna framed, in sub* 
stance, by the agents of the protected 
monopolies for their own benefit- Mc- 
Kinley simply presented them a form— 
n. skeleton of the measure, and each 
protected interest tilled in the figures 
for itself. "How much do you want?" 
was, in effect, the. question asked of 
each monopoly, and according as it 
was answered the tariff was fixed. The 
completed bill, as it received McKin- 
ley's name, was a mere indication, iu 
the various scheduled items, of the ex- 
tent and intensity of monopoly greed 
in establishing thu amount of "protec- 
tion" that it was to enjoy. 


There is no measure of government, 


except the highest and most uncon- 
scionable tariff ever adopted by a civ- 
ilized nation, with which McKinley's 
name is associated. 
His only title to 


eminence is that he was the putative 
author nf ;«n enormous and extortion- 
ate tax on the people of the country, 
levieii I'or the benefit of the limited 
class of baron manufacturers—cloth 
barons, iron barons, glass barons and 
other monopoly barons of all degrees. 


He is ivt identified with the cause of 


a sound ci..Tency, with any great na- 
tional policy, except the pernicious tax 
policy, with any great public reform, 
with any great improvement, with any 
work of progress and American devel- 
opment. The chapter of accidents gave 
his mime to an outrageous tariff bill 
which ho did not frame, and it has be- 
come his stock in trade—his capital in 
business—trafficking for the first offices 
in the nation. 


It may as well be admitted that early 


in this year, 18(M, after twelve months 
of power, the democrats have not made 
as much progress us they ought to 
have made In .securing a successful is- 
sue to tbe presidential campaign of 
:SM. A victory then, which ought to 
have been a certainty now, has been 
placed in peri!, ilut there is abundant 
time and there will IA; plenty of oppor- 
tunities to retrieve tbe errors that have 
been made anil to enter upon a winning 
campaign.

the republicans should nominate Mc- 
Kinley for president. The republican 
platform, properly interpreted, reads:

FROM THE FAR NORTH.

Economy 


One of the most interesting things to 


be seen in'\Yashington, says the Post, 
is. an old, battered harpoon head, 
branded with the letters "Mon T." The 
history of the relic is remarkable. It 
was found bedded deep in the body of 
a whale killed by the fleet after a ter- 
rific fight in the Compas grounds, off 
the northwest coast, some years ago. 
It was. a great swivel-headed spear, 
well preserved, except where 
the 


shank of the iron had been eaten away 
by the salt water down to the whale's 
body. From the brand on the iron its 
history could be traced. The mark was 
that of the steam whaler Montezmna, 
which was formerly a British man-of' 
war, and nearly sixty years ago was 
purchased by the- Nantricket whalers 
and cruised in the North Atlantic. 
During the late war the Montezuma, 
which was- then a worthless old hulk, 
was purchased by the government and 
sunk as a part of the famous stone 
fleet to cage in the blockade runners at 
Charleston. From all the facts in her his- 
tory it must have been nearly fifty years 
ago that she lost the harpoon in the 
great whale in the Atlantic, and as the 
humpback whale never goes south past 
the tropics this one must have worked 
his way over through the northwest 
passage aud under the ice floes to the 
Compas grounds off 
the northwest 


coast, where he was killed by the San 
Francisco fleet nearly half a century 
later^ This harpoon was long in the 
office of the whaling company in San 
Francisco and was presented by Sen- 
ator Perkins to the National' Geo- 
graphic society of Washington.

BARGAINS 


MnRTIHOUCO, 


Philanthropist thn Urtt Man 


to Habitually Carry an Umbrella. 


About a hundred and forty or fifty 


years ago a bloodless revolution was 
brought about in London by a single 
man, says the New York Evening 
Post. He was Jonas Uanway, a well- 
known philanthropist and "founder of 
the Magdalen hospital, who first had 
the courage habitually to carry and 
use an umbrella in public. Up to this 
time the umbrella, had been considered 
as essentially an article of feminine 
equipment and luxury, and the Innova- 
tion was naturally for a long time a 
subject of derision in general, but, 
most especially, from the 
hackney 


coachmen and chairmen of the day, 
who considered the use of them an in- 
vasion of their vested rights. Mao- 
donald, a literary footman of that 
time, who wrote an autobiography, 
informed his readers that lie had "a 
fine silk umbrella brought from Spain, 
but could not with any comfort to 
himself use it, the people calling out: 
'Frenchman, why 
don't

TOU 
get 


a coach?' " 
.So 
remarkable 
was 


the 
appearance 
of 
an 
umbrella 


in those days that the "debut" of 
one in many other English towns was 
quite a news item, like the monster 
gooseberry or sea serpent of later days. 
So we read of a red leghorn umbrella 
appearing in Bristol about 1780 and 
creating quite a sensation. In Edin- 
burgh a Or. Spcns was said to have 
been the first to curry one in public. 
Horace U'alpulc tell.s also how a Dr. 
Shubbeare, who was prosecuted 
for 


seditious writings in 1758, "stood in the 
pillory, having a footman holding an 
umbrella to keep oft" the rain." For 
permitting this indulgence to a male- 
factor, the undersheriflr was punished. 
Of the antiquity of the umbrella or 
parasol there can be no doubt; but the 
origin of it is wrapped in considerable 
obscurity. Investigators of umbrella 
lore have supposed thnt large loaves, 
tied to the extremity of a-bough. sug- 
gested the first idea; others assert that 
it was probably derived from a tent; 
the tradition existing in China is that 
the sim. which signifies a shade for 
sun or rain, originated in standards 
and banners waving \n the nir. The 
humble mushroom can also modestly 
claim some share of the iden. and this 
claim tn the original patents is ac- 
knowledged by the l'a«isians. who call

High KB Twelve ThouMDil Word*. 


How many words are included in the 


vocabulary of ordinary persons? Prof. 
Max Muller thinks a farm laborer 
would not have more than 400 words 
in actual use, and the same writer de- 
clares that a well-educated man, who 
has been at the university and who 
reads the liible, Shakespeare and the 
daily papers, together with circulating; 
library books, seldom uses more than 
300 or 400 words in actual conversation. 
A contributor to Cassell's Saturday 
Journal has been at considerable pains 
to cheek these theories, and the con- 
clusion he arrives at is that the fig-ures 
given, are too small. Farm hands, he 
finds, are able to name all the common 
objects of the farm, and to do this In- 
volves the use of more than the entire 
number of 300 words allotted to them. 
Then, by going1 through a dictionary, 
and excluding' compound words, or 
words not in pretty constant use, he 
found that there were under the letter 
"a" alone 1,018 words that are to be 
found in ordinary people's vocabulary. 
It would be nearer the truth, we are 
told, to say that the agricultural 
laborer uses 1,500 words, and knows or 
can guess the meaning of 1,500 more, 
and that intelligent farm hands and 
artisans command 4,000 words, while 
educated people have at call from 
8,000 to 10,000. Journalists are credited 
with 12,000

February, 1IH2. was decidedly tropical 
as compared with the current month, 
which some regard as unusually mild. 
The record quoted by the Troy Times 
states that in the early part of the 
monVh in that year there was little 
frost in the ground and showers were 
frequent. The Vermont State Banner 
—now the llenningtbn Banner—says 
that on the 3d of the month Mr. 
Ford brought in to 'the office a handful 
of grasshoppers. Squirrels had made 
their appearance and it was reported 
that frogs, had been seen in the ponds. 
Rev. E. W. Hooker, D. D., pastorof the 
old First church at Bennington Center, 
became alarmed over- such continued 
mild weather for this latitude and pre- 
dicted that dire results would follow, 
and to the credulous it subsequently 
seemed as though the good doctor's 
words had the ring of prophecy in 
them. But, though the morning rose 
bright and sunny and a south -wind 
blew soft and springlike, few hearts 
expanded with the sunshine of hap- 
piness.

A~lsrge amount was owed to employes, 
and that was an important factor in 
adding to the general distress. Again, 
the people were laboring un3er an un- 
wholesome excitement owing to the 
second advent doctrine as held and 
preached by Rev. William Miller. A 
few weeks previous to T842 the Bank of 
Bennington had failed and the loss to 
the people was considerable. Without 
work or money and the belief by many 
of the world's coming1 to an end in 1843 
men-found it hard to face their lives. 
But the crops of 18t2 were good in 
spite of killing frosts in June, though 
the hard times continued with varying 
intensitv for manv vears.

The 
professor, was himself ill, nnd was 
somewhat loath to go, having no idea 
who was to be his patient, but think- 
ing it was probably one of the chil- 
dren. Consequently he wrapped him- 
self up in comfortable old clothes and 
drew 011 a 'pair of .long felt boots, 
reaching tio .the thigh, . and in this 
plight alighted at' the St. Petersburg 
station. There he was met by a court 
official who, in spite of his remon- 
strances as to his dress, insisted on hia 
coming straight to the palace, and he 
spent the whole night in company 
with the empress at the czar's bedside 
in his traveling costume.
